In an ago when the world is making tho 
rapid BlriJos in civilization, and when tho 
light of Christianity i!5 shedding its rays 
on tho darkest eornors of tho earth, wars 
are bloodioi and more destructive than 
at any period of its history. As civiliza- 
tion advances appliances for blood-lolling 
oro improved, and ut the present rate of 
progression the battle will soon be nei- 
ther to tho KtronKCst nor to the best olH- 
cored armv, hut to the sido that is able 
to deliver the first tire.

Descending the stream east to west, tbo 
river at Now Orsov.i, is about COO paces 
wid ; at Taru-Severiu, 1,100; at Widin, 
930 to 1,000, at tbo point where it is join- 
ed by the Sobyl 1,200; at Nioopolis, 1,100 
at Bustohnk and at Silistria 1,100 to 1,200, 
at Eirsova 1,260, at Ibraila, 9,000, at 
Gfllatz and Beno 600, between Isaksoba 
and Ismaila from 400 to 1,600 in the Cilia 
arm from 400 to 1,000, in the TiiM.«haarm 
between 320 and 800 paces. Tlie avorngo 
depth of the river is botwcon 15 and 19 
fdet. In jiarts, however, it is much shal- 
lower. Eetweou Sistova and Silistria, for 
instance, the depth wlu-n tliu water is at 
its ipo.in height, is only 10 feet, in tho 
neighborhood of Ibrail 8 feot, and at 
Gala'.z from 10 to 17 feet. The ordinary 
velccity of the current is from two to 
three feot a second. The water rises 
.twice a J ear. The first period of high 
water, which usually latits two or three 
weeks, when tbe low lands on Iho left 
banks are frequently iuuiulr.ted for miles 
Hnd O'll.v beeomo practicable for the pa.s- 
sage of troops a month aftor tho floods 
subside, occurs nsuHlly in May or June, 
and the second in the late Autumn.

oountrica. At the shallowest part of tiie 
(Uitrauco of Victoria harbor, tho depth at 
low water will bo about M feet on ooui 
pleiion of the drodghi;;; now on account 
of hard timeu temporarily suspuiule.! by 
the Dominion Government. 

At high water in ordinary tides tho 
depth at tho entrance, now 20 feet, will 
thou bo 21, and ships of nearly tho latter 
draught of water can, after harbor dredg- 
ing, lie atloat at tho wharves.

An- 
other Htranded f.diip ha I I ) saoridco her 
deckload ere gelling alluat. iSovoii ves- 
sels sli'uek and got elV in tho Hiur.ird In- 
let Narrows, and foiiriutho iJaro Sirnit. 
Of tho nuiiilier of iiiiu'Dw escapes lit.lo is 
known. The forej^oing due.-i ni t uccurd 
with Capt. Cuojior's herein qnot'd sinfe- 
inent rognrding "casualiiea incident to 
navigation." On tho N'aiiaiino lino four 
ships have been -wrrckc-d when unaideil 
by '.leuui, and iltn'.r when llinii iissisted. 
Tiirce Hie iiiisliips of war ,sti u,dc und got 
oh'. Thef-iiiiiO hiqipcui il to live oeoau-go 
iiig Hleiiinors of the mcreantile marine. 
One ship had two nuchoru down in sovcu- 
ty-five fathoms of trater and got off, after

Ill adition to the various dangers in 
this cliunuol so clearly described in tho 
jiagos o f tho "Vancouver Island Piloi," 
ihero i.-i said to bo, in some patclK-s of it, 
only two and thrre fathoms of water, 
liow would this suit Iho largest ocgiui- 
going ships to bo navigating to and fro 
liy night, and in fog or storm, tho termi 
ual harbor in tho days When the Canadian 
Pacitii! Ihiilway will ba "an accomplishod 
fact?" 

" Active," better known as 'Tlumpor's 
Pass," is not suited for (to borrov/ the 
words of Mr. Fleming in bis former Rail- 
way report, Jan., 187-i, ) "tbe largest ships 
ihatnowor bereafit-r may uavigato tho 
Pacilio." In July, ISGO, H. M. S! Terma- 
gant, drawing 18 feet of water, struck so 
severely in this passage, aild that, bo it 
obsm'vod, with a favorable tide, that after 
i-ejiairs, A e., in San Francisco costing, it 
is said, i!:JU,O00 sterling, nho was, on 
loachiug homo, at ouoj condemned and 
H(dd. Admiral Richards and Stall' Com- 
mander Ponder, R.N., havo each had a 
practical experience of years in the sur- 
vey of tho southern and aiiddlo ooasts of 
this Province.

Loss of a French Steamer. 

Oallaut Coniluot of the Captaluand bli 
Uineeri— 'lh» Veiavl plUai;»d ny Natlvct. 

Galignnni's Messenger says: The fol- 
lowing details of the loss of the Frouoh 
steamer i\loikoiiy aro given by one of 
tho passengers : 

^Ou Sunday, the 17th of Juno, about 
midnight, the Messagerie.s packet Mei- 
kougandtbo English steanur Glon- 
artuey had been sailing together for 
two day.s, when they arrived in the 
neighborhood of Cap;; Ciiiardafui. Tho 
wind was high, Iho sen was rough, the 
current strong and tho night dark. 
The land, which there lies low, oould 
not besoen. About midnight the Mei- 
kniio went ashore a few iui]e.<j to tlie 
S(juili of iho capo, and on such coudi- 
lions that the vessel was irretriovably 
lost. Tho (!leii-art!i,-y lollowed at a 
short distance, and it is oven said tliat 
the English Captain would not havo 
known his position but for the ground- 
ing of tho :\[oikoug. That vcfi'jol iin- 
uiediatoly approached as near as pos- 
sible, but tiuding itself also in danger, 
it was forced to gaiu tho sheltered 
anchorage to tho north of the cape, in 
order to bo at hand to assist tbe pas ;- 
engcrs and crew of the French steamer. 
The boats of tho Meikong landed all 
on board, v.ith llio exception of two 
Hoamon, who, contrary to tho orders 
of tho Captain, had seized a small ouo, 
which soon capsized. Several others 
wore daslit'fi to iiieees, and tho ship- 
wrecked ])0(i|>lo wei o only saved by the 
life belts with whieli tho vossol' was 
amply prijvided, and wliicdi tho Cap- 
tain distributed to them. Evervone 
was landed without onything Loing 
saved from the vosstd which was iin- 
iiiediately surrounded by natives, who 
conimonced the pillugo. Capt. Foach 
and his ullicers then ilirocted all their 
eit'orts to conduct tho ^oO persoiiH 
with whom ilioy wore charged to the 
anchoraoo of tho Glenartney, the 
C/'ptaiii„of which, named Gallaud, and 
'1110 of his ollicors, had gencrouslv 
Rlartcd to umut Iho party. The dis- 
tance oi about 12 miles through the 
des(;rt and under an e([irili)riiil aun 
could only bo accomplished at a great 
peril by so .many persons, a groat 
number of whom were in a state of 
proBtiation and extreme weakness. All 
were uaved, however, with tho oxcop- 
tioii of one priBsouger, M. Arathoon, 
an old man of 70. aud Iho steward of 
Iho ves.scl, Henry, who had spared 
no elTort to aid tho others, and fell a 
victim to his devotedness, perishing ot 
smisti-okii. Capt. Gallund, ofthoGlon. 
artiiey, wiio jjays a moHt honorable 
lestimony to thn conduct of Cai)tain 
Foach and liis olHcins, himself display- 
ed a most noble ardor in i\a 
sistiug tho shiinviocltod people on 
board. Capt. Foach, who bad been tho 
last to quit tho Meikong, waa also last 
to go on board tlio Glennrtuey. A 
tologram from JIar.seillcs annoiujcoH 
that iH.'wslias heoii received from .\d('n 
by the Alii.ssageries Maritime Company, 
to th* effect that their steamer Avu', 
coming from China had soon the Meikong 
on tho coasi, near Capo Q uardafui. The 
stern of llio vessel was sunk, and tho 
fore part uii.itoriaUy jjamaged. Salvage 
ia impoBBible.
